1(189. 
The first recorded ev idence of 
the flower in gardens in England was 
of a small-flowering sp ecies in 
17» >4. 
growing in a garden at Chelsea, a sub­ 
urb of Iv ondon, near what was after­ 
ward the home of Thomas Carlyle. 
In 
1*20 only twelv e sorts were k nown in 
England, which in 
18 25 had increased 
to twenty-sev en, 
it soem scarcely p os­ 
sible that in the p ast twenty years from 
these hav e been dev elop ed more than 
three thousand distinct 
v arieties of 
this magnificent winter bloomer. 
Between three and four 
hundred
